WANTS PEACE 


A Decided Change in Chile’s 
Attitude. 


Perpetrators of the Yorktown Out- 
rage to be Punished. 


Minister Montt Ordered to Adopt a 
Coneiliatory Tone. 


President Harrison Preparing to Lay the 
Whole Matter Betore Congress Early 
Next Week—Movements of 
the Fleet,

New York, Jan. 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Herald’s Valparaiso 
special says: There has been a decided 
improvement in the situation during 
the past twenty-four hours. There is 
now no war talk. Minister Montt 
cables from Washington that he has as- 
surances of anearly settlement of the 
questions involved. Sefior Pereira, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, has as- 
sured Minister Egan that the Chilean 
government will severely punigh All 
persons who have insulted Americans. 
Two of the roughs who stoned occu- 
pants of the Yorktown’s gig a week 
ago have been arrested, and an early 
conviction and sentence may be ex- 

cted. 

“Notwithstanding the report sent 
from Washington that President Harri- 
son is urging an immediate reply to the 
demand made upon Chile by the United 


States Government I have been told by 


a representative of the Chilean govern- 
ment that no specific requirements have 
been forwarded to Santiago. Up to this 
time only general proposals have been 

ade, and the Chilean government is 
now awaiting the delivery of express 
terms of demands which the United 
States Government will make upon it. 

‘It is not expected here that these 
demands will be made until after the 
entire evidence concerning the Balti- 
more affair has been received at Wash- 
ington. I am told on official authority 
that the Chilean Minister at Washing- 
ton has been instructed to actin a most 
conciliatory manner. 

‘United States Minister Egan now 
meets with great consideration when 
visiting government ministers. Diplo- 
mats acknowledge his success.“ 


AT WASHINGTON. ..... 
Preparing to Lay the Whole Matter Be- 
fore Congress. 

WasHINGTON, Jan. 15.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The President today 
concluded his examination of the diplo- 
matic correspondence in the Chilean 
controversy, and sent the documents 
| back to the State Department. At the 
| Cabinet meeting today he announced 
this and indicated that the next step in 
the case would not long be delayed. 
The whole matter was discussed ina 
general way, but no action was taken, 
as there is nothing to be done until the 
correspondence is published. 

It is ascertained that the President 
will accompany the transmission of the 
correspondence by a message on the 
subject that will advance certain propo- 
sitions that will be the final attitude of 
the administration in a very positive 
manner. The expectation is that he 


will have the message ready so that it 


can be submitted to the Cabinet at its 
meeting on Tuesday next, and there- 


it can be sent to Congress will be Tues- 
day afternoon, or more probably 
Wednesday morning.

Royalty Mourning the Duke 
of Clarence. 


The Decorous Fiction That the Whole 
Nation Sorrows Denied. 


A Vast Workmen’s Gathering Decline 
_ Resolutions of Condolence, 


The Upper and Middle Classes Ostentatious 
in Tokens of Sorrow—Princess Mary's 
Grief Over the Loss of Her 
Afflanced. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Loxpox, Jan. 15.—[Copyright, 1892, 
by the New York Associated Press.] 
The decorous fiction that the whole 
nation is overwhelmed with grief at the 
death of the Duke of Clarence received 
a startling denial today in the proceed- 
ings of the greatest workmen’s union 
in England. The delegates to the 
Miners’ Federation, now holding their 
annual meeting at Stoke-on-Trent, were 
apprised before assembling that their 
representatives in Parliament desired 
that the federation should adopt resolu- 
tions of condolence. The strong demo- 
cratic feeling known to suffuse the body 
made the proposal hazardous, but it 
was hoped the delegates would 
not venture to deviate from the 
general custom by declaring that 
a death in the royal family 
was no particular business of theirs. 
This is exactly what they did. A tele- 
gram from their parliamentary leader, 
Pickard, asked for a vote of sympathy 
with the royal family, adding: The 
Queen has always expressed sympathy 
with us.’’ Cries of ‘‘Business’’ greeted 
the message. A member who moved a 
vote of condolence reminded the dele- 
gates that the Queen in accidents in 
the mines always helped the distressed. 
In sullen silence the conference listened 
to a speech in favor of the motion and 
then by a vote of 19 to 13 passed with- 
out debate an amendment to proceed to 
business. The Miners’ Federation has 
200,000 members and is the best or- 
ganized and most powerful single union 
in the country. It has several repre- 
sentatives in Parliament and controls 
the votes of others. No workmen’s 
combination has shown keener percep- 
tion of the sufferings of the proletariat. 
Interference with the family affairs of 
royalty being felt to be beyond them, 
they honestly’ safd so. The delegates 
immediately proceedéd to vote sympa- 
thy with and substantial help for the 
starving nail makers of the midland 
districts who have long been on a 
strike. — 

The upper and middle classes are 
most keenly touched by incidents of 
the Duke of Clarence’s death. Thou- 
sands clad in mourning have floéked to 
Marlborough House to record their 
names, and throughout the capital well- 
dressed folks generally are donning 
some badge of grief. The Prince of 
Wales and family will not appear in 
public for a year to come, The Princess 
of Wales, after the funeral, is going to 
some secluded spot in the south of Eu- 
rope with her daughter. Both are in 
delicate health, and their condition is 
now a source of increased anxiety to 
the family. Prince George. who is still 
weak from his attack of typhoid fever, 
is also a cause of anxiety. 

Princess Mary’s future is undoubtedly 
a subject of deep national interest. Asa 
precedent for her marriage to Prince 
George, the incident is recalled of the 
death of the Czarevitch in 1865, after 
his betrothal to Princess Dagmar, now 
the wife of his brother, the present 
Czar. So profound and universal is the 
sympathy over her loss that it would be 
no surprise if Parliament accorded her 
some provision as maiden widow. If 
the report be true that Prince George is 
attached to the daughter of Prince 
Christian, his known strong will makes 
the project of an alliance with Princess 
Mary improbable. In the family circle 
Prince George has long been recognized 
asthe superior of his brother in intel- 
lect, force of character and open geni- 
ality of disposition. From boyhood he 
has always held his own against his 
brother’s pretensions asanelder, The 
concurrent opinion of those around the 
throne points to a future of popularity 
of Prince George if he lives to become 
King. 

Lonpoxn, Jan. 15.—Apprehension is 
felt in many quarters regarding the son- 
dition of the Princess of Wales, who 
takes the death of her son very much to 
heart and refuses to be comforted. Her 
long service in the sick rooms of both 
Prince George and Prince Victor have 
had the effect of greatly debilitating 
nher, and today she is prostrated. 
Princess Victoria Mary, whose poignant 
sorrow at the loss of her betrothed hus- 
band is intense, is also prostrated, re- 
fusing to touch food. Much anxiety is 
expressed regarding her. 

N Mary stood beside her royal 
over and through her blinding tears 
watched him as his life ebbed away. 

When the doctors announced that the 
Duke was dead she became hysterical 
and her cries were heartrending. Ef- 
forts were made to lead her from the 
room, but for a long time nothing could 
induce her to leave the death chamber.

BROKEN 


Terrible Accident on the 
Northern Pacific. 


A Sleeper Goes Down an Embankment 
and Takes Fire. 


Two Women Burned to Death—The 
Remains Charred to a Crisp. 


A Large Number of Others Fearfally I. 
jured—The Victims All Members of 
an Opera Company—Scenes 
of Horror, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Jan. 15. the 
ciated Press.] A special train carrying 
the Andrews Opera Company was de- 
railed near Brainard on the Northern 
Pacific early this morning. A sleeper 
caught fire and two members of the 
company were burned to death. 

The train left West Superior at mid- 
night for Grand Forks. Near Jones- 
ville the train struck a broken rail, 
The engine and baggage cars passed 
over it in safety, but the sleeping car 
was derailed. It toppled over, breaking 
loose from the train and went, down an 
embankment, lying on its side. 

Soon the windows were broken to lib- 
erate those inside. 
very short order and soon the car was 
enveloped. The trainmen soon liber- 
ated those unable to extricate them; 
selves, but none were able to save their 
clothes, and the night being the coldest 
of the season, the thermometer reach- 
ing 46° below zero, the suffering of the 
injured was terrible. At this time it 
was discovered that Mrs. Ed Andrews 
and Lily Wallace were missing, but no 
human effort could render them assist- 
ance, as the car was amass of flames. 
They were burned to death. The in- 
jured were placedin the baggage car 
and brought to Brainard and quartered 
at the Farrington Hotel. 

Miss Douglas when brought from the 
car was literally enveloped in flames, 
She will probably recover. The women 
were nearly nude, but were wrapped up 
as they were taken out. The bodies of 
the two women burned were charred 
beyond recognition. Ed Andrews res- 
cued his little baby and at first supposed 
his wife was safe. He is wild with 
grief. 

Conductor Hall says the catastrophe 
was sudden, there being not a shadow 
of warning. The train was not running 
over twenty-five miles anhour. The 
bodies of Mrs. Andrews and Lily Wal- 
lace were horribly disfigured. They 
were probably instantly killed when the 
first crash came.

Taylor, tenor; Howard Allen, chorus 
singer; Fred Allen, chorus singer; Miss 
Josie Shearer, chorus girl; W. F. Bar- 
ker, son and Mrs. Barker; W. A Wirth, 
chorus singer; Bert Lincoln, chorus 
singer; G. E. Moody, leader of the or- 
chestra; Mrs. Al Wakefield, wife of the 
advance agent; C. W. Andrews, busi- 
ness manager; Miss Grace 'Hale, chorus 
girl; Willie Rhys, orchestra; Etna Hurn- 
ing, chorus girl; Mrs. Enhear; C. A, 
Parker, comedian; J. L. Watson. 

Tonight it is thought that none of the 
injured will die. The accident was un- 
avoidable, the rail breaking some five 
yards from the end, and the piece break- 
ing in five pieces. The members of the 
company lost everything except their 
stage clothes, including musical instru. 
ments, watches and money.

THE DEBT PAID. 


How a Delinquent Debtor Was Forced 
to Liquidate. 


An Amusing Scene in Jastice Owens’ 
Court Yesterday Afternoon — A 
Judgment Collected After 
Many Days. 


Rather an amusing civil case was dis- 
posed of in Justice Owens’ court yester- 
day. It will be remembered that a man 
named James Tromley was sued in Jus- 
tice Austin's court a few weeks ago by 
a little woman who lives next door to 
him, and who during his absence at- 
tended his wife in confinement, as a 
doctor cauld not be secured. 

The little woman, who used to be a 
midwife, but has been out of business 
since her marriage, thought Tromley 
should pay her for her trouble, as she 
was up all night with his wife while he 
was down town having a good time go- 
ing to fires, etc., and she asked him for 
the modest symof $10. He refused, 
however, and offered her 85, notwith- 
PStanding the fact that he knew it would 
have cost him from $25 to $50 had a 
regular physician attended his wife. 

The little woman refused to take 85, 
and the result was a lawsuit, in which 
she got judgment, and in summing up 
the case the Court stated that he was 
sorry she did not sue Tromley for $25. 

Ever since the case was decided the 
constables have been trying to get the 
money out of Tromley, but he refused to 
pay up, and as they could find nothing 
to leyy on they were about to give up 
the case, when the midwife called on 
Justtce Owens and told him that Trom- 
ley was selling out and she believed he 
was about to leave the country. Under 
the law of this State if a creditor be- 
lieves a debtor is about to leave the 
county he can have him arrested and 
taken into court and examined as to 
what property he bas. 

On these grounds Tromley was cited 
appear before Justice Owens at once. 
He was sworn and stated that he had 
nothing, but the Court had learned that 
the fellow had been paid $180 early in 
the day, and he wanted to know what 
had become of the money. 

Tromley stated that he gave it to his 
wife to pay her grocery bills, but he 
did not know what the bills amounted 
to and could give no information, so 
Mrs. Tromely was sent for. Her hus- 
band was very anxious to see and con- 
verse with her before she appeared in 
court, but the Court held him back un- 
til after she had been examined. Mrs. 
Tromley stated that her husband had 
given herthe money and when asked 
where it was she said she had it in her 

cket, and the Court ordered her to 

and over to his clerk the judgment 
and costs, amounting to $28.50, which 
she did, and just as she was leaving the 
room her husband came in and a Whis- 
pered conversation took place between 
the two, when Tromley was heard to ask 
why she paid the money over, and the

The managers of the coming citrus 
fair are in something of a quandary 
over the question whether or not they 
shall encourage the arrangement of 
fruit displays in the highly decorative

insane asylums, landscapes, arches, 
pillars, globes and so forth. Many of 
the practical orange-growers, who are 
expected to furnish the fruit for dis- 
play, and who certainly ought to have 
something tosay about the manner of 
displaying it. are strongly against this 
meretricious practice. They say it is 
unfair to judge fruit by any other stan- 
dard than its intrinsic merit. They say 
that a table of fruit plainly set in plates. 
layers or pyramids is all that is re- 
quired for a good, honest display. They 
say that, when decorative arrange- 
ment is allowed to cut a figure, an ex- 
hibit done inthe form of a steamboat 
with mediocre fruit is liable to carry 
the palm over a much better exhibit 
plainly set out. They argue that, even 
if the strongest effort is made to judge 
the fruit by two independent standards, 
awarding separate premiums for best 
display and for finest fruit, there is still 
an undue prominence given to mere 
decorative art by giving it an equal 
standing with the results of scientific 
horticulture. After all, it is horticul- 
ture that furnishes the exhibit, and hor- 
ticulture should receive the hunors. 

We are bound to say that we think 
the orange-growers have the main 
points of the argument. We might even 
carry the subject further, and say we 
think that the decorative idea hasn't a 
leg to stand on. For, when we come to 
consider the matter according to good 
esthetic standards (and decorati ons 
appeal to nothing if not to the esthetic 
sense) oranges, lemons and limes are 
not the kind of material which properly 


lend themselves to the construction of 


minature steamboats or _ churches. 
When thus employed they are inappro- 
priate and out of place. Such use sug- 
gests those home-made nightmares of 
“ornament’’ which we sometimes meet 


with shells stuck into a bed of putty; 


made of hair; decorated fire-shovels 
hung by a knot of blue ribbon and all 
that sort of thing. It is not fine art in 
any sense, but the prostitution of woul d- 
he art to the most beastly taste. Hence 
we say that, while the horse-car faced 
Wied ordases and lemons may be a 
drawing feature ina citrus fair, It is 
little less than an outrage on real es- 
thetic sensibilities and an injustice to 
good horticulture. It is our idea that 
the decorative impulse in these matters 
is a fad which has about run its course. 
It was only attractive when it was new 
and unique. The public have had 
enough of it and now want a change. 

Nevertheless, it is necessary that a 
citrus fair should be rendered as beauti- 
ful and attractive as possible. The 
ptople who attend these fairs are 
mainly not experts in fruit, and do not 
take the keen delight in oranges and 
lemons pure and simple that is expe- 
rienced by the growers. Therefore let 
the exhibition hall be made as gorgeous 
as possible. But, for once, let us see 
whether the ends of good taste and 
good horticulture may not be conserved 
together. Let us decorate with things 
‘that are appropriate for decoration, 
and show the fruit on its “merits with 
‘such pice arrangement as may be taste- 
ful and appropriate.

We might suggest 
that a colored fountain, illuminated by 
electric lights, would be. somethjng new 
for Los Angeles ‘and would de very 
beautiful. The expense of such a feat- 
ure need not be excessive. There are 
many other attractive things which a 
good decorative artist. might suggest. 

We think it would be best to secure 
this ornamentation in a business way 
and pay for it and have an end of the 
matter, There is no necessity for offer- 
ing prizes for decorations, Let the prizes 
go to the producers of the best fruits in 
the several classes, Let him have the 
honor who merits it. In a horse fair 
we give our chief attention to horses; 
in a pastry-cook’s banquet the main 
object is pastry; ina fruit fair let the 
principal feature be fruit. There is an 
eternal fitness for everything. 

If the managers of the citrus fair will 
adopt these suggestions we venture the 


opinion that they will achieve a bril- 


liant success. They will satisfy all in- 
terests concerned; they will please the 
fruit-growers andthe public alike; they 
willdraw a crowd and they will achieve 
a pecuniary success.

Tue House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Fifty-sgcond Congress 
has declared emphatic hostility to 
subsidies, bounties and land grants, and 
pronounced in favor of rigid retrench- 
ment in appropriations. Mr. Holman's 
resolutions in their entirety today were 
adopted by the House, but not until 
after its author had consented that 
they should be interpreted in a sense 
„broad enough to permit all appropri- 
ate and legitimate legislation.“ The 
advocates of the World's Fair appro- 
priation are tonight finding great com- 
fort in this interpretation. and even the 
friends of mail steamship subsidies and 
the sugar bounty maintain that the 
pledge of the Government having once 
passed appropriations to fulfill those 
obligations are appropriate and legit- 
imate legislation.“ — 

When the resolutions were reached 
in the order of unfinished business it 
was generally expected. that Mr. Hol- 
man would consent to an amendment 
modifying the sweep character 2 
the second resolution. ut he surpri 
all but a few confidants by refusing to 
do anything of the kind. By unani- 
mous consent he withdrew his motion 
of last evening to reconsider the vote 
by which the previous question was or- 
dered, and said he had come to the con- 
clusion that the resolutions were broad 
enough to permit any and all appropri- 
ate legislation. 73 

A reporter afterward asked Mr. Hol- 
man whether he considered that his 
resolution would preclude an appropri- 
ation or loan for the benefit of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition at Chi- 
cago.

Lonvox, Jan. 15.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Christopher Furness, 
a member of Parliament, has invited 
subscriptions from British ship owners 
to defray the cost of conveying to the 
Russian famine sufferers 4,000,000 

ounds of flour contributed in the 
United States. 

WasHINGTON, Jan. 15.—A call made 
by Mr. Furness of England today for 
subscriptions from British ship owners 
to defray, the cost of transportation of 
American flour contributions to the Rus- 
sian sufferers may result in the Senate 
resolution authorizing the lease of a ves- 
sel in which to send American food 
contributions again being called up in 
the House. Mr. Lind, who represents 
a Minnesota district, said today that he 
felt like offering a vote of thanks to Fur- 
ness. Other friends of the Senate reso- 
lution expressed themselves as ashamed 
of the circumstanees that made it pos- 
sible for such a movement to be started 
by a representative of Great Britain. 
The opponents of the resolution are in- 
clined to look upon the movement of 
Furness as buncombe. 


Opposing Wood's Confirmation, 
Wasutncton, Jan. 15.—The Senate 
Committee on Judiciary was in session 
for several hours this afternoon, consid- 
ering judicial nominations. Senator 
Turpie appeared before the committee 
to protest against the confirmation of 
Judge Wood, nominated to fill a place 
in the Fifth Judicial Circuit. The com- 
mittee laid the nomination aside until 
Senator Vorhees comes next week. 
The same course was followed as to the 
remaining judicial nominations, the 
intention of the committee being to 
act upon them all at the same time. 
‘From what can be gathered from inter- 
ested persons the opposition to Judge 
Wood's nomination is not likely to have 
the support of any Repubiican Senators 
and it will doubtless be confirmed in 
the course of time.

BELOW ZERO. 
Bitter Cold Weather in Many Parts of 
the East. 

Sr. Part, Jan. 15.—}By the Associ- 
ated Press.] This week has been one of 
the coldest ever experienced in the 
Northwest, but there is little or no wind 
stirring and a great part of the ordi- 
nary discomfort is absent. The last 
very cold winter was four years ago, 
when the Dakota blizzard. caused over 
200 deaths, but during that memorable 
January the worst thing about the 
weather was the cutting winds that 
blinded those who were outdoors, 80 
that many lost their way and were 
frozen to death. It is very nottceable 
in the present cold snap that no lives as 
yet are reported lost. There is little or 
nosnow in this section. Last night 
was probably the coldest of the season. 
The mercury went down until it froze 
in many localities. * 

All through the northern part of 
Minnesota, Manitoba. North Dakota and 
the Canadian Northwest the tempera- 
ature ranged from 30° to 50“ below 
zero in spirit thermometers. At 9 this 
morning it was 48° below at Pembina, 
N. D. Fergus Fails, Minn., reports 30° 
below, this being the sixteenth consecn- 
tive morning with the mercury below 
zero. Bismarck reports 24° below; St.

HELD FoR ROBBERY. 
Leonis Richie Must Appear Before the 
5 Superior Court. 

Leonis Richie, the French “‘crib’’ wo- 
man who was arrested a night or two 
ago on a charge of beating a well- 
known man about town.“ as a morning 
contemporary puts it, and robbed him 
of $20, was before Justice Austin yes- 
terday, and the aforesaid ‘swell’ 
turned up as prosecuting witness. 

He gave his name as J. H. Holdeman, 
and has the appearance of being a poor 
workingman instead of a dude. That 
he was robbed and them beat up there is 
not the slightest doubt, for this is a 
common occurrence in that disgraceful 
portion of the city. Alameda street is 
full of the lowest type of prostitutes, 
and as they are owned, body and soul, 
by a gang of thieves who compel them 
to rob, it is not at all surprising that 
nine-tenths of the drunken working- 
men who visit that quarter are robbed. 

The evidence before Justice Austin 
yesterday went to show that Holdeman, 
who is an ignorant German laborer, 
spent several hours wandering about 


the low dens on Alameda street, and 


after being in the Richie woman's crib 
awhile he discovered that the woman 
had taken a $20 gold piece out of his 
pocket-book and replaced it with a sil- 
ver dollar. 

Holdeman then began to kick,“ and 
was promptly thrashed by the woman, 
who was in turn arrested by the China- 
town, police squad and conducted to the 
central station. 

Justice Austin fined her $15 for wnip- 
ping Holdeman, and he swore wut a 
complaint charging her with robbery, 
and she was put under $1500 bonds to 
appear for examination.

MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING. 


The Rees-Hutchinson Investigation at 
the City Hall Yesterday. 


The Street Superintendent Never Accused 
the Councilman of Taking Money, 
But Denounced the Story 
asa Lie. 


Messrs. Bonsall. Tufts, Nickell and 
Innes, the committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the Hutchinson-Rees matter, 
together with the other members of the 
Council, met in the Board of Public 
Works room in the City Hall yesterday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock. 

President Bonsall called the meeting 
to order, when the newspaper clippings, 
which gave rise to the inquiry, were 
read, and Street Superintendent Hutch- 
inson was asked to make a statement. 

Mr. Hutchinson briefly detailed the 
circumstances under which the conver- 
sation in regard tothe $5 matter took 
place. He was talking to Police Com- 
missioner Tom A. Lewis, and incident- 
ally the subject turned on boodling in 
general, and by way of illustration he 
stated that it had been reported thata 
member of the Council (Mr. Rees) was 
getting $5 a month from a man he had 
in the street department. A reporter 
was standing by and overheard the re- 
mark and published it. He stated, in 
answer to questions, that he never be- 
lieved that Mr. Rees was guilty of tak- 
ing money. In fact, when the negro 
Ramsey had told him the story, months 
ago, he promptly characterized it as a 
‘“d—d lie.“ and ordered the fellow out 
of his office. He knew nothing about 
Mr. Rees receiving $5, or any other 
sum, and nad never accused him of do- 
ing so. 

When asked why he had not writtena 
card explaining the entire matter, Mr. 
Hutchinson stated that he had never 
given the matter a thought; he had 
paid so little attention to it that it had 
neyer entered his mind to do anything 
of the sort. 

Mr. Rees stated that he wanted a 
thorough and searching investigation so 
that everything could come out, and a 
long talk followed. 

Mr. Hutchinson repeatedly stated 
that he did not believe there was any 
truth in the story, and that he merely 
used it as an illustration to show how 
reports could be circulated about any- 


body. 

Mr. Innes temarked that if city of- 
ficials were going about ‘‘tattle-taling”’ 
about each other, any one’s garments 


might be smirched. 


Mr. Hutchinson promptly resented 
the insinuation that he was ‘‘tattle-tal- 
ing,’’ but stated that he intended to 
talk to his friends on any and all sub- 
jects that he felt so disposed. 

At this point Mr. McGarry stated that 
a colored man who wanted to get a 
place in the County Courthouse came to 
him and told him that he had been told 
that to do so he would have to give that 
man Rees money, and he had promptly 
told him that Mr. Rees was not that 
kind of a man. 

Mr. Rees then demanded the name of 
Mr. McGarry’s informant, and said that 
he (McGarry) was guilty of an ungen- 
tlemanly act in spreading such re- 
ports if he could not give the name of 
his informant. 

Mr. McGarry disclaimed any inten- 
tion of reflecting on Mr. Rees, and if he 
regarded it in that light he would apol- 
ogize. 

Mr. Rees said that under certain cir- 
cumstances he could stand as much 
joking as anybody, but this was nota 
joking matter, and he did not like it. 

Mr. McGarry then gave the name of 
his informant as Johnson, and the mat- 
ter was dropped. 

Mr. Tufts wanted to know something 
about that $5 business. They had been 
talking forsome time and nothing of 
that sort had developed. 

Mr. Rees then started in to makea 
statement. The only material differ- 
ence between his statement and that of, 
Mr. Hutchinson was in regard to the 
amount. Mr. Rees thought $2 was 
mentioned in the Street Superintend- 
ent’s office, while 
thought it was $5. Mr. Rees’s state- 
ment has been published in full in Tux 
TIMES 
Nr. Nickell finally remarked that 
there did not appear to be anytbing in 
the matten No one accused any one 
of anything. It was mere idle gossip. 

Mr. Bonsall thought there had been a 
great to do about nothing. There did 
not appear to be anything in the mat- 
ter. 

This view was concurred in by the 
other members, and the committee ad- 
journed, and at the next meeting of the 
Council will present a report to that 
effect. 

Just as the committee adjourned Po- 
lice Commissioner Lewis came in, and 
briefly detailed the conversation which 
led to the investigation. Mr. Hutchin- 
son, he said, did not accuse Mr. Rees 
of taking money, nor was he talking 
for publication when the remarks were 
made.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


More About a Certain Claim for 


Overcharge. 


Mistaken. | 


Opening of the Santa Fe’s New Kite- 
Shaped Track. 


Trouble onthe Consolidated Electric Lines 
—Competing Roads at RedIands— 
General, Local and Personal 
Mention. 


Some time ago an article published in 
this paper related the grievance of a 
man who had shipped a carload of 
freight to Los Angeles at a certain 
rate. The transcontinental inspectors 
here had given the shipment a higher 
classification, mulcting the shipper out 
of $200 additional charges. This was 
commented upon generally and con- 
demned as a practice injurious to the 
State’s inducements for immigration. 
A Times man saw the papers in the case 
yesterday and learned some additional 
particulars about it. It is claimed by 
the agent of the Burlington, which re- 
ceived the freight, that no rate was ex- 
plicitly stated, and as none is named on 
the bill of lading this looks probable. 
The shipment consisted of a ‘‘merry-go- 
round,“ which is operated by a steam 
engine. The agent claims that he 
was in doubt whether the freight 
could be classed as machinery, the rate 
on which was $1.90 a hundred, or asa 
‘‘merry-go-round,’’ which is included in 
the first class ata rate of $8.90. He 
would start the freight without quoting 
a rate and leave it for the inspectors 
at this end to determine its proper 
classification... As more than 90 per 
cent. of the weight of that shipment 
was nothing more or less than machin- 
ery—engine, wheels, etc.—it may look 
unfair to let the presence of a few little 
wooden horses, zebras and spotted 
deers, which when in use alternate with 
the red and blue boxes of the merry-go- 
round, serve to make the whole carload 
subject tothe higher rate, The Bur- 
lington people say they are willing to 
take their proportion of the $1.90 rate, 
feeling convinced that it was the 
proper one to have made under the cir- 
cumstances, but the matter is not yet 
settled. 

MISTAKES OF TRAIN AGENTS. 

The train agents on the Southern Pa- 
cific passenger trains, in their zeal for 
catching passengers with tickets pur- 
chased from scalpers, are liable to some- 
times fall down. W. O. Randolph, a 
well-known fruit shipper doing business 
here and in the north, went to San 
Francisco the other day. He had the 
unused portion of a ticket which he had 
bought in Chicago, reading to San Fran- 
cisco, and it was duly tendered for his 
passage. The conductor punched it as 
all right, but later the train agent came 
along and required the passenger to 
sign his name upon a piece of paper. 
The signature written in a jolting car, 
when compared with the one written 
on the ticket at the counter of a Chi- 
cago office, did not satisfy the train 
agent, who returned and demanded that 
Mr. Randolph make further efforts to 
identify himself. The passenger indig- 
nantly refusing to go to further trouble 
to still the detective’s rankling suspic- 
ions he was threatened with immediate 
and forcible ejectment from the train. 
This did not frighten the passenger a 
little bit. But he was not thrown off, 
though the altercation over the matter 
had consumed an hour’s time. Of 
course the train agents cannot be ex- 
pected to personally know every pas 
senger, even the heavy shippers, but 
some people think he ought to get along 
with some reasonable amount of identi- 
fication. Almost any traveler is will- 
ing to exhibit astrawberry mark or a 
mole on the back of his neck or some- 
thing else to prove he is whom he pre- 
tends to be, but to be kept writing 
his signature with a stub pencil 
upon a pad which is made to play a 
tremolo action by the jolting of the car 
in the effort to make it look like his 
name when flourished with a pen at a 
mahogany desk in a building standing 
perfectly still, is trying evento those 
possessed of saintly patience. Mr. 
Randolph has plenty ofsaintly patience, 
but he knows when he has enough. 

SOUTHERN PACIFIC AT SANTA MONICA, 

From the Outlook it is learned that 
there is considerable stir in connection 
with the extension of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad at Santa Monica. A force 
of graders are at the base of the bluff, 
pushing toward the canon. A gang, 
with carts, are digging and removing 
dirt at the eastern end of the tun- 
nel. The cut preparatory to starting 
the tunnel on the ocean side is about 
completed, and in a little while 
both forces will be under ground and in 
a short time will meet, as their distance 
is only about 300 feet, or less. A num- 
ber of carpenters are also at work on 
the timbers for the tunnel, with the ap- 
pearance of furnishing the material as 
fast as it is needed. Progress on the 
work at all points appears to be satis- 
factory and we shall soon see the trains 
passing under Ocean avenue, and run- 
ning as far as the wharf site north of 
the canon.

Contemplated Street Improvements 
Favorably Recommended—Peti- 
tions and Communications, 


The Board of Public Works held a 
lengthy session yesterday and cleared 
up a large amount of routine business.
